CARPENTARIA,

IT—The 
liana (bean industry of 'Southern Cali­ 
fornia originated at Carpenters, ac­ 
cording to the story told by a pioneer 
here. The origin of the first crop has 
been the subject of some interesting 
stories. The seed evidently came di­ 
rect from South America toy ship to 
San Francisco, and beans were grown 
in that vicinity before they were im­ 
ported here. John Pyster, one of the 
oldest and 
most 
substantial 
resi­ 
dents of this valley, tells of toeing 
in San Francisco in 1866 with a friend. 
They saw some green beans in the 
market. Pyster did not know what 
they were until 'he asked. He took 
several pods as 
souvenirs. 
There 
were only two sacks of beans, each 
weighing fifty pounds. They sold at 
a dollar a pound or a hundred dollars 
for the lot. Two years later C. F. 
Rystrom, another old resident, says 
a man named Hath way, who was trav­ 
eling through the valley, sold to 
R. 
McAlister, for whom (Rystrom, work­ 
ed, something less than ten pounds of 
beans. The traveler 
had 
evidently 
come from the north, where he had 
gotten hold of some of 
the 
'beans 
grown from the seed first imported 
from 'South America. 
These 
beans 
were planted by Rystrom himself for 
McAlister on an acre of land a half- 
mile from this city. There were sixty- 
three sacks in the crop for that year. 
These beans were distributed to Ven­ 
tura, and .Santa Barbara County, and 
soon over the entire south.

LOS ANGELES PRODUCE MARKET 


Notwithstanding that this has been 
an unusually early season for fresh 
vegetables, such commodities as as­ 
paragus and rhubarb being 
fully 
a 
mouth ahead of the normal season 
and abundant. The market for apples 
continues very firm. 
The demand for apples continues 
good, not only locally but there has 
been an unusually Arm European and 
Eastern demand which has served to 
keep fhe market on the larger sizes In 
excellent shape. 
Poor keeping stock 
and small sizes are sacrificed, but the 
percentage of this has been small. 
Local strawberries were- a shade 
easier, due to a . lighter outside de­ 
mand. Only fancy stock commanded 
anything like top prices. Watsonville 
strawberries are finding their way in 
on the northern markets and this has 
served to lessen the demand for local 
stock. 
The vegetable market showed little 
Change over the previous day, ruling 
firm generally. 
Receipts 
along 
all 
lines were liberal, but the outside de­ 
mand was such that dealers cleaned 
up early on choice stock. 
Strawberry rhubarb was weak, ow­ 
ing to heavy receipts, and only a few 
extras sold as high as 21-75 per box. 
Green peas were more abundant but 
with a good outside demand, the best 
offerings sold at IO cents per pound. 
There was a good demand for Mexi­ 
can tomatoes under the revised fig­ 
ures of the previous day,. The price 
on the choicesystock was firm at 22.25 
per 30-pound cox, with some inferior 
grades selling at 22.
